n blasts gov't

The. five representatives of the Ecohomlof|SMents' 
Union-were seated without challenge at Friday's Eco- 
nomics department meeting — perhaps because of the 
absence of leading opponents Professors Antal Deutsch and 
Harry Woods. 

The highlight of the meeting came when Professor 
Sidney Ingerman presented a motion, calling for the Eco- 
nomics department to protest "government intrusion 
and investigation of the political content of course ma- 
terial in schools." 

Professor Ingerman. asked the department to refuse 
to co-operate with the investigation. 

His motion was backed by Professors Sidney Inger- 
. man, Alien Fehicliel, and Mqliamed Loutfi. 

Professor Ingerman argued. that Abbé Dioj(K^|)point- 
ed by the Quebec govémment tb invesUgate tlieîpro^^ 
of "political propagandists and Indoctriiiators" In. the 
school system, was not an ombudsman but an ominpotent 
Judge overteachers and courses. 

Professor: ingerman rea'd the letter from Education 
Mihlstef^Gtry St. Pieire to Abbé Dion, giving him his 
mandate to handle complaints. 

^ . He. asked the department members "as acâdemics, 
scholars, and citizens" for a firm statement on this "clear 
problem." 

There was total opposition to this from a few of the 
faculty and frank ad missions of confusion from others, 
^^^fessor Harold Wright saw it as aiming "to make 
polifieaic propaganda outside .McGill." He added that this 
would discredit the University's voice when "something 
important and pertinent to us" came up. ' ^ 

Professor Graham Smith added that Vhe Judged the 
situation as he interpreted the "folkways and byways" of 
the Department. He called forthe voicing of any challenges 
^ to his decision. There were none.

The , Miltoq-Paric • atizens' 
Oonunittee opened its family 
clinic on January 27. The clinic, 
which will operate every Wednes- 
day from 6 to 9:30pm at the 
University Settlement on St. 
Urbain St. is staffed by several 
doctors and nurses, lliey will 
provide professional medical , 
care and advice to those who are 
not able to visit hrapitals during 
the daytime.

Concluding Ms presentation, 
Professor;.-', Farfcas warned the 
pand members 'that mere limita- 
tions on sewage per daily produc- 
tion were not the answer to con- 
trolling the pollution crisis 
because these limitations could 
not be kept at a constant level 
with the increase of production in 
the pulp and paper bidustiy. 

Criticizing further, Farkas 
found it ironical that the projects 
encouraged by the government of 
Quebec and other provinces were 
siso the' causes of large , scale 
pollution.
